Matters arising. Ms Storm Water, Stanford Lane, Cotes. 


Following a request made to the Divisional Surveyor, 
work has been carried out to improve the drainage of 
storm water on Stanford Lane from the telephone kiosk 
_to the junction with the main A60. This work has 
improved the drainage, and the situation is now 
acceptable. 


Caravan Club, Certified Site, Hall Farm, Stanford 
Lane. 


The Chairman read a report of the meeting he and 
Mr.Urwin had with the owner of the above site 
Mrs.Hibbins. 
The occupant of the caravan being continuously 
occupied on a site not agreed upon by the Caravan 
Club was a final year student and would be leaving 
in June. Under these circumstances the matter was 
left to resolve itself ina reasonably short time. 
However, it was pointed out to Mrs.Hibbins that 
although this caravan is not on one of the sites 
denoted by the Caravan Club, this does not excuse the 
continuous use of the Caravan as this contravenes 
the Borough of Charnwood's Regulations. 
The point was also clearly made how easily the 
Certificated License could be withdrawn should the 
‘Caravan Club's rules be broken, and that before any 
"caravan can be sited for continuous occupation, 
| permission must be obtained from the Borough of 
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Chairman's Burial Ground, Burton-on-the-Wolds. 


Report. The Parish Council continues to pay for the maintenance 


of the Burial Ground, and has received favourable comments 
on the improved appearance of the ground and the new 
entrance gates. 

The contract for the maintenance work for the current 
season has again been given to D.& Be Landscapes, at a 
cost of £338.10 inclusive of V.A.T.. 


New Sports Pavilion and Playing Field, Burton-on-the-Wolds. 


The new Pavilion was officially handed over by the Borough 
of Charnwood at the end of June, rather later than was 
originally anticipated. However, the modern facilities 
provided in the new building have been appreciated by 
both the cricket and tennis club members. 
It is the Council's intention to landscape the area 
surrounding the Pavilion, and also to provide a car park, 

' and funds for this work have been included in the Precept 
for this year. 

i order to improve the Playing Field, and at the request 
of the Burton Cricket Club, the Parish Council is 
purchasing a re-conditioned motorised roller costing 
£1050 plus V.A.T. The Cricket Club and the Playing Field 
Association have given donations of £250.00 and £200.00

Referring to County Council expenditure, Mr.Lodge 
reported that the County Rate will be increased by 4.1% 
for 1984-5. The County Council spends £400million a year, 
and 60% of this is spent on education. Contrary to reports 
by the media the County Council is spending more on 
Education than ever before. | ‘ 

In order to achieve a small rate increase, the County 
Council will now be re-paying their borrowings over a 
period of sixty years instead of thirty years. 

Reporting on the mining of Gypsum in the area, Mr.Lodge 
said that the sitiation is the same as last year, although 
British Gypsum are again considering the building of a 
processing factory at Barrow-upon-Soar. 

Mr.Lodge reported on theLeicestershire Police Force who 
have been heavily engaged on investigation work on 
murders within the County. This has involved the Police 
in a considerable amount of overtime, and the extra cost 
has had to be met out of County Funds. 

The County Council also spends £2 million a year on bus 
subsidies, and Mr.Lodge referred to the recently 
introduced bus service linking the villages in the area 
and on to Leicester. This is proving to be viable, but 

it must be supported and used if it is to continue. 


Being unable to attend, Mr.Shields had agreed to the 
report he had given to the Annual Parish Meeting for the 
Ward of Burton-on-the-Wolds to be read to this meeting, 
and this the Chairman agreed to do. 

Mr.Shields thanked the meeting for electing him on to the 
Borough of Charnwood at the District Elections held last 
year, and informed the meeting that he also represented 
the Ward on the Highways and Planning Committee of the 
Borough. 

Mr.Shields referred to the Sports and Community Centre 
for which the Borough had put in an application for it to 
be built at Burton. Unfortunately Charnwood had not been 
successful in the application which had gone to a parish 
in Northhamptonshire. 

Commenting on the Greyhound Inn, Burton-on-the-Wolds, 
which had recently been closed, Mr.Shields was pleased 
that Shipstones has decided to re-open it, Extensive 
alterations are at present taking place. 

Mr.-Shields said that the land adjacent to the Greyhound 
Inn is to be sold, and this could mean further residential 


development.

A request for this to be done had been made at the 
Parish Meeting in 1978, when it was stated that this 
work would be carried out at some future date when 
expenditure allowed. 

Mr.Brooks expressed his appreciation of the work. 
Mrs-Parker also expressed her appreciation of the 
fact that Barton's Transport are now able to charge 
intermediate fares between Burton-on-the-Wolds and 
Loughborough. This is a result of a concession 
made to Barton Transport by the Trent Motor Traction 
Company who are the original license holders on 

the route. 


The Chairman gave a brief outline of the Parish 
Council's work during the past year mentioning the 
continued financial support given to the Burton 
Playing Field Association with their annual running 
eosts, and also to the financial help given to the 
Burton Village Hall Management Committee in 
maintaining the fabric of the Village Hall. 

The Chairman also gave details of a car-sharing 
scheme which the Parish Council has recently 
introduced in the parish, mainly to enable people 
to get to the Medical Centre at Barrow-upon-Soar. 
#inally the Chairman reported on the financial 


| requirements for 1981-2, these amounted to £2600.00 


which represented a rate of 1.96P.

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Speaking on the County Rate, Mr.Lodge stated that this 
years increase had been kept down to 4.1% by using some 
of the financial reserves, this resulted in Leicestershire 
being the second lowest county rate in the country. 
Although cuts had been made in Education, the teacher- 
pupil ratio is the best for the past five years. | 
Referring to the gypsum deposit in the district, Mr.Lodge 
stated that he agreed that this should be mined, but 
should be transported by rail to the place of processing. 
Mr.eLodge reported that a further application has been 
made by British Gypsum to transport the gypsum by road 
for a period of two years, this will entail further 
discussion up to County Council level. . 

Mr.Lodge spoke of the difficulties created by the lorries 
operating from the quarry at Mountsorrel. A full enquiry 
is being held with all the parishes affected by this 
problem. 


Councillor Scarlett mentioned the building of houses for 


Senior Citizens and asked the meeting for its views on 
where the houses should be built. It was the opinion of 
the meeting that people eligible for this type of house 
would wish to remain in their own village. 

Gouncillor Scarlett made reference to the test borehole 
which the Natural Environment Research Council propose to 
drill on Wymeswold Airfield. This will now be the subject 
of a Public Enquiry. 

Finally Councillor Scarlett mentioned the Severn-Trent 
Flood Alleviation Scheme costing £4 million, and which is 
long overdue, this will be started next year. 

Long traffic delays are still being experienced at the 
Nottingham Road-Ratcliffe Road junction in Loughborough. 


The meeting was informed that improvements to alleviate 


this problem are in the early stages. 


There was no further business, and the Chairman closed 
the meeting at 8-0 p.m.
